The following statement was made 
yesterday. by Eugene Chen, form- 
er Chinese forolgn Minister: 
* In his flreside address, Mr Roosc- 
velt declared that Hitler's threat of 
world domination would be near nce 
complishment oxcept for. ‘the ic 
resistance of Britain and her Domin- 
fons and the magnificent defence of 
China which, he belloved, was in- 
creasing. in strength, ce oa 


There js also another significant 
reference to China.—‘We doubled 
and re-doubled our vast production, 
increasing month by ‘month our 
material supply of tools of war for 
ourselves, Britain, China and even- 
tually all Democracies. The supply 
‘of tools will not fail, it will Increase.” 

The speech-must'be read in ‘the 
light of these revealing references to 
China.’ It is‘not only a reaffirmation, 
of America’s determination to ald 
Britain to victory in the -dendly 
struggle with Germany but an im- 
nitelt “American assurance to the 
Chinese people, for the first time, that 
they too will be ossisted to master 
Germany's confederate In the Far 
Enat. - . 

If this 1s do, the re-orlentatlon of 
Chinese foreign policy must no longer 
be delayed or thwarted... The Chung- 
king Government must cease to be 
neutral in what the President terms 
this second world war, and must 
distinguish ‘between Germany, a4 
killer of nations, ond Britain who 
sustains the right of nations to Ilve. 

Errors. of statesmanship’ have 
scourged the good earth of China, 
but overmastecring events have begun 
to do what a modern-inspired and 
democratic . leadership in China 
would not have failed to do. The 
definite alignment of ‘China with 
Western democrucy {s on the way. 
It must ‘move to full intervention, 

Neutrality, for fear that Germany 
may win or may transfer de jure 
recognition from Chungking to Nan- 
king and other dublous « considera- 
tions, is dangerous and false. | No 
one, unfuddled by fifth columnists 
and German secret agents now busy 
from Cairo to Chungking, gan doubt 
the eventual fate awaiting Germany 
when, after toll and trials, ‘the 
moment comes for the forces of 
Freedom to strike and to avenge the 
German violation of all the Rights 


of Man.: 
Earlier Interview 

In an interview with a 
ulti agency on May 18, 
sald: 

The future of the United States 
may well depend on the wise use of 
the American Pacific, Fleet. The 
Lend and Lease Act is not only a 
law of the United States but a statu- 
tory definition of American policy. 
The policy. implicitly affirms -Nazidom 
tobe the enemy and Sts destruction 
a condition of American _ security. 
This desired end can bé forwarded 
by a British victory In the Battle of 
the Atlantic. _ 

Britain alone may not be able fo 
win that battle, owing to a deadly 
dispersal of her sea and air power 
in the Near-Middle East and the Far 
East.

A Japanese attack on Singapore 
and the Dutch: East Indies !s certain 
to involve Japan in a war with the 
United States and the British Em- 
pire.’ No responsible Japanese real- 
ly belleves in’ the probability -of 
victory in such a war ns long as 
German war-power is incapable—it 
is Incapable-—of destroying the com- 
bined ond avenging might of the 
British Empire and the Colossus that 
is America!’ That is the inner mean- 
ing of the flight of Rudolf Hess, 
Deputy Fuchrer of Germany. © 

It is possible that the initiative is 
no longer in Japanese hands. This 
depends on the true meaning of the 
Tripartite Pact. Article 3 binds the 
contracting Powers to co-operate and 
to assist one another with all 
tical, economic and military means if 
one of the three contracting parties 
should be attacked by a Power at 
present not involved in the European 
war or in the Sino-Jnpancese -conflict. 

Should this text be unmodified. by 
a seeret protocol, then the initintive 
has now passed from Japan. This 
means that if- America decides to in- 
tervene in the European war in order 
.to prevent o British defeat in the 
Battie of the Atlantic, Japanese in- 
volvement on the Axis side is 
ineluctable and automatic. 

But transactions of the order of 
the Tripartite Pact, when Intended to 
be made public, are generally record-

The 
Satsuma or Navy and the Choshu or 
Army clans ‘hove ruled the country 
since the downfall of the Tokugawa 
Shogunate. That historic event was 
a result of the pressure of American 
sen-power exerted by Commodore 
Perry. Satsuma remembers it.

If Mr Yosuke Matsuoka and 
his confederates decide for war, they 
willl be the grave-diggers-of Japan.

New Regulations 

The following telegraphic Instruc- 
ions have just been received from 
the Sceretary of State:— 

The procedure regarding gifts of 
food sent to the United Kingdom 
from abroad has been reviewed and 
in order to conserve shipping such 
xifts will be allowed only subject to 
follawing conditions, - 

(A):—Bona fide unsolicited gifts 
whether they Include -ratloned food 
‘abroad. by parcel post. addressed to 
individuals, No parcel may exceed 
5 lbs. gross weight or contain more 
than 2 Ibs, of any one__foodstulf.. 
“The maximum of 5 Ibs. will also be 
applied by Board of Trade — in the 
Case of non-foodstuffs. No . import 
permit or licence into the United 
Kingdom is required in. such’ eases, 
but expert permits will be required 
in Hongkong. All parcels must be 
clearly marked as gifts. ‘ 

(B):—A gift cannot be regarded 
as “unsolicited where it has been 
recelved as a result of some prior 
communication sent by recipient to 
donor. Morcover, the recelpt of gifts 
Fat frequent intervals cannot be per- 
mitted, .. ee we 

.-' Individual Gifts 

(C):—Licences which have been 
granted to importers to receive in 
dividual -gifts in bulk for distribu- 
tlon through parcel post on arrival 
in the United Kingdom will not be 
renewed or any further Hcences of 
this type approved. Existing licences 
and those recently expired and under 
consideration for renewal will be 
held to cover consignments  des- 
patched from abrond by June 28;

I had called on an elderly 
professor and his kindly 
Bavarian wife, to show them 
my costume, for one of the

door and returned with a 
young boy of about 18, in 
shabby clothes, and another

Hitler was introduced to us 
—but he did not seem to 
notiée that we Were all dress- 
ed up and ready to go.

Inspector's ' Evidence 


Michael Hourlhan snid that he was 
Chief Inspector of Police. in Kow-

Judgment 

His Lordship gave judgment for 
first Defendant with costs, hls. writ- 
ten judgment being us follows:

against both husband and wife. 

Now it Is admitted by the plain- 
uffs that the husband is unitnown to 
the firm and that he has never dealt 
with them. They contend however 
that the wife was entitled to pledge 
his credit for the purchase of the 
aforesaid articles. The first defen- 
dunt has. stated on: oath that at the 
time the debt was incurred his wife 
was living with him and was re- 
ceiving a monthly allowance of $450 
inclusive to cover household com- 
mitments and her own personal ex-

pénses, He hus further stated” that” 


he forbade her to pledge his credit 
for her own personal clothing, ex- 
plaining that he did this‘oas a pre-« 
caution against what is known 
locally as the “chit system" whereby 
n person {s apparently allowed—one 
might almost say encouraged—by 
local shop-kecpers to run up accounts 
against his or her signature. 

False Presumption 

Now while it is well settled law 
that where u husband and wife are 
living together u presumption arises 
that the wife has her husband's 
authority to pledge his credit for 
necessaries suitable to their style of 
ving, the fact remains that this pre- 
sumption of ‘authority may, be re- 
butted by proof that the husband had 
prohibited his wife from pledging 
his credit. It is also clear that un- 
less his conduct has been such as to 
create an estoppel between him and 
the tradesman, it is not necessary 
for him to show that he gave any 
notice of the prohibition. Further- 
more it should be remembered - that 
the presumed authority may also be 
rebutted ‘by evidence. that the wife 
was ‘ provided with an adequate 
allowance. In other words the posi- 
tion Is that a tradesman who allows 
a customer? credit, dees so at his own 
risk and should therefore exercise 
Intelligent coution os to the cus- 
tomer’s means to pay, and, In the 
case of a married woman, he should 
not presume, automatical as It 
were, that she has the authority to 
Pledge her husband's credit. 

I say this because In the light of 
what has been stated during the 
hearing of this case, it appears to me 
that. the local custom of trading by 
means of signing chils for purchases 
mado is a pernicious system which 
deserves .the strongest condemnation. 

In the case‘under review I om 
satisfied that any presumption -of 
authority that may have arisen in the 
mind of the plaintiff from the fact 
that the second defendant wos mar- 
ried {o and Iiving with the first de- 
endant hos been satisfactorily, re- 
butted by the testimony of the hus- 
band, which I accept. 

Right To Limjt 

I may remind ‘the plaintiffs that a 
husband, as the master.in his own 
housc, has the right to lmit the ex- 
pendilure of his wife, and it, os In 
this case, it Is established that he hay 
actually done so, he is not liable for 
any debt incurred by her in opposl- 
tion to his directlons. The allowance

Ruling

given by Mr Justive P.E.F. Cressall in the Summary Court yes- 


terday. 


The ruling was on o preliminary objection raised by the 


defence in the action brought by. Fouja Singh, otherwise known 
as Fajor Singh against A. Rahim, hearing of which has been 


fixed. for June 18. ° 


His Lordship said: 

The plaintiff.ia suing the defendant 
on two promissory notes for $1,000 
each, dated October 10, 1932 and an 
objection in tmint has been token 
by the ‘solleltor for .the defendont 
that the plaintiff has. brought himself 
within the prohibition contained in 
section 10 of. the Supreme - Court 
(Summary Jurisdiction). Ordinance 
1873. ° sf ne 

The section readg ns. fo : 

- “10, No, cause: df nation . which 
exists at anyone time amounting In 
the whole to.a sum'‘‘excecding one 
thousand dollars as. aforesaid shall be 
split or divided‘so as to be made the 
ground of two.or more different ac- 
tions in order to bring such cases 
within. the summary . jurisdiction of 
the court, but if the court finds that 
the pluintiff in any case has split his 
enuse of action ‘as aforesaid, the 


rcourt shall dismiss the action, avith- 


out prejudice, however, to the plain- 
thf'’s right to suc upon the cause of 
action In such other manner os he 
may be advised: 

Provided that [f such plaintim« is 
satisfied to recover a sum not ex- 
ceeding one thousand dollars, then 


the court shall and may entertain the’ 


actlon of such plaintiff, ond in case 
any order is made in favour of such 
plaintiff, the:same shall be expressed 
to be, and shall be, In full discharge 
of the whole cause of action.” 

The question to be decided there- 
fore {s whether or not these two 
notes form together one cause of 
actlon? Pe: 

The expression “cause of action” 15 
gencrally anderstood, to mean the 
particular act'on the part of the de- 
fendant whlch gives the plaintlf his 
cause of complaint, (Jackson v. 
Spittal (1870) L.R. 5 C.P. 542) -and 
the phrase according to its natural 
construction must mean the whole 
cause of action, 

Separate Actions 

There are, of course causes where 
two good and effective causes of uc- 
tlon may arise out of the same tran- 
saction, as for example where o pro- 
m{ssory note is given in conditional 
payment of a ‘debt’ already due (see 
the case of Payana Reena Samina- 
than and another vs. Pana Lana 
Polaninppa (1914) L.R., A.C, 618), 
but the section is Intended to apply 
to the splitting of a single cause of 
action and docs not prohibit the 
bringing of two separate causes of 
actlon, even though they may owe 
their origin to a single transaction, 
provided. of course the amounts 
claimed do not exceed $1,000 In any 
one claim. 

Tn the case under review it appears 
to me that the plaintiff's cause of ac- 
tion 1s not to be found in the original 
occurrence of: the act of lending 
‘money to the defendant, but rather 
on what the defendant js aljeged to 
have done under the contract formed 
between them by the promissory 
notes. aes ‘ 

Negotiable: Instrument 


Now 2 promissory note is a 
negotirble © instrument containing 
an unconditional promise in writing 
made by one Rerson tv another cn- 
Roging to pay’au certain sum at a 
specified time, or on demand to or 
to the order of a speclficd person or 
-to-bearer;-arid-the-maker-of the note 
is in 9 similar position to that of an 
acceptor of-a bill of exchange, who 
when the note'is in the hands of a 
holder in due ‘course, is estopped 
from denying’ the existence of the 
payee and his then capacity to en= 
dorse. Thus the contract created by 
the promise to pay may only be en- 


+ forced after the demand has been 


made, for it is the failure to pay 
which creates the breach of the con- 
tract from which the cause of action 
urlses. If therefore 2 person signs 
two promissory notes to cover one 
sum of money borrowed can it be 
said that’on failure to Implement. his 
promises to pay, only- one cause of 
action arises? I think not; for. it is 
conceivable that one of two promis~ 
sory notes may be negotiated to a 
third party who would be entitled to 
sue on his cause of action quite In- 
dependontly of the other holder of 


the note. 
The Test 

The test to my mind is not whether 
the two notes have been occasloned 
by the same occurrence, namely the 
actual lending' of the money, «but 
whether they, in themselves, may be 
sued on separately. Now, the pre- 
sent action is not one for moncy 
dent. It {s based on two negotlable 
instruments each of which forms a 
contract for the repayment of money 
by a borrower, the valuc of ench of 
which being within the jurisdiction 
of the Court. 

The ‘Plaintiff! has not attempted, to 
split either of these two separate or 
single causes of action. What he has 
done is to sue on cach of them 
separnaicly and I am therefore of the 
opinion that the objection made is 
unsound and must be overruled.

How na launch sank jn‘ the harbour

Keung Tal, 36, of the steam Inunch 
Ho Wo-and residing at 208 Canton 
Road, first floor. stuted that yesterday 
he was towing two junks to the Sal- 
kung Wharf. A stenmer arrived and 
whilst it wag still underway the two 
junks went alongside but he himself 
did not and kept abreast of the ship. 

Keung stated that on the approach, 
from ali directions, of many launches 
and jJunks he was forced to the side 
of the moving steamer and by the 
side of two junks. He shouted to 
the Junks that he wanted to get away 
from the shlp but the shouts were 
not heard, 

He was surrounded by about 20 to 
30 junks and launches. The weight 
of thrse crafts caused his Inunch to 
heave over and sink, 

The Jaunch sank about 100 {t north 
west of the Cheung Chau Ferry 
Wharf and \nbout 200 ft from ‘the 
praya wall jn the Southern Fairway. 
No persons on his launch were in- 
jured or drowned. The launch was 
worth $2,000, _
